suggest 

changes 

The Senate Advisory Com¬ 
mittee Thursday recommended 
three changes in the Senate 
Constitution. One deals with 
Homecoming queen nominees 
and two simplify submitting 
changes to the Constitution. A 
proposal for constructing an 
organizational college calendar 
was also submitted, said Advisory 
Committee chairman Sunny 
Shook. 

Constitution changes recom¬ 
mended are: 

•require homecoming queen 
nominees to be taking at least 12 
class hours. 

•allow only five percent of all 
full-time students (instead of the 
current 10 percent) to propose a 
change in the Constitution. 

•allow any Senate officer or 
representative to propose a 
change instead of requiring a 
two-thirds majority to do so. 

The committee suggested a 
campus calendar be placed in the 
Teepee. The calendar could serve 
as a bulletin board for organi¬ 
zations to post activities on the 
day they will occur. Cost esti¬ 
mates for construction are being 
obtained. 


said Senate officers should be 
“totally dedicated to TJC.” 

A publicity campaign is under¬ 
way to heighten student aware¬ 
ness of coming elections and 
inform possible candidates. 
Posters urging students to run for 
office are in campus buildings. 
“The right people are out there. 
We just have to find them,” said 
Doggett. 

Doggett emphasized that the 
key to a successful Senate is 
strong leadership. He described 
the leadership of current officers 
as “fantastic.” 

“I’m very complimentary of 
them, especially the leadership of 
Jeff Clark and the way he has 
rallied student support,” said 
Doggett. 


Doggett said the operation of 
this year’s Senate has been highly 
successful. “Every phase and 
function of this year’s Senate has 
been superior in meeting the 
needs of TJC students,” com¬ 
mented Doggett. 

Senate accomplishments in¬ 
clude: 

Sponsoring a Hobbit concert, a 
Moliere cultural arts festival, 
country and western and valen¬ 
tine dances, Homecoming activi¬ 
ties, formation of the Senate 
Advisory Committee and hosting 
the Harlem Globetrotters. 

“The groundwork has been laid 
for next year’s Senate,” says 
Doggett. “I’ll encourage next 
year’s officers to look back on 
things done this year and improve 
on them.”

A-Thon” will be held March 3 in 
Wagstaff Gym, said Kelli Nowell 
of the P.E. Majors. 

Persons interested in parti¬ 
cipating in the 5:30-9:30 p.m. 
contest may pick up sponsor 
sheets from physical education 
instructor Audrey Woods in 
Gentry Gym. 

The winning group of “jump¬ 
ers” will receive warm-up suits 
and jackets. Assistant Student 
Activities Director Emma Lou 
Prater added that the suits are 
“very nice,” and encouraged 
everyone to enter. 

In other action, the Senate: 
•ratified two amendments to 
the Student Constitution. One 

sets a $200 limit on a candidate’s

election expenses and requires 
financial records. The other al¬ 
lows handbills, brochures and 
posters to be distributed if ap¬ 
proved by the Student Activities 
Office. 

•discussed a “mark” the Sen¬ 
ate can leave on campus. A 
majority expressed enthusiasm 
for a huge wall calendar to be 
placed in the Teepee. This 
calendar would help prevent or¬ 
ganizations planning activities on 
conflicting dates. 

•planned an assembly March 
10 in Wagstaff Gym. Speeches 

will be heard by Senate candi¬ 
dates in preparation for the 
following day’s election. 

•decided elections will be 
March 11. Student Senate presi¬ 
dent Jeff Clark encourages “all 
organizations to run candidates.” 

•named a committee of stu¬ 
dents from various organizations 
to plan the April 9 All-School 
Field Day, Barbecue Dinner and 
Country/Western Dance. These 
activities will be free to all TJC 
students. 

•approved a new pep rally 
plan. Rally times will rotate from 
week to week. Pep rallies would 
begin the last 10 minutes of a 
class, run through the break and 
end after the first 10 minutes of 
the following class. 


6 officer positions open for elections 


Six Senate positions are open 
for election in the coming spring 
elections. , President, vice-presi¬ 
dent and secretary along with 
sophomore president, vice-presi¬ 
dent and secretary are to be 
elected. 

The most important of these is 
Senate president. Responsibili¬ 
ties include presiding over all 
Senate meetings. The president 
also oversees operation of the 
Senate Advisory Committee and 
chairs the Finance Committee. 

The president is instrumental 
in providing campus activities 
and improving campus conditions 
and also working to achieve a 
higher awareness of student 
needs with both faculty and 
administration. 

The Senate vice-president will, 
if the president is unable to serve, 


assume all presidential powers. 
.The vice-president assists the 
president any way the president 
deems necessary and supervises 
all campus elections. 

The secretary keeps Senate 
records, including meeting min¬ 
utes, financial records, legislation 
passed and problems encounter¬ 
ed and their proposed solutions. 
The secretary keeps records of all 
campus organizations’ officers 
and sponsors and represents the 
Senate at Pan-Hellenic Council 
meetings. 

The sophomore class president 
serves as a voting member of the 
Finance Committee and also 
works with the vice-president in 
overseeing elections. This office 
is chief advisor to the president. 

The sophomore vice-president 
serves in absence of the sopho¬ 


more president, assists the presi¬ 
dent in any way necessary and 
helps in conducting campus 
elections.

The sophomore secretary keeps 
records of all fraternity and 
sorority and independent group 
memberships and keeps a tally of 
organization service points. The 
secretary also checks to ensure 
Senate officers continue to meet 
eligibility requirements. 

These officers combined with 
freshman class officers form the 
Senate’s major decision making 
body. Officers preside over all 
Senate meetings and meet sep¬ 
arately. Officers usually originate 
the proposals acted upon by the 
Senate and review all recom¬ 
mendations of the Student Advi¬ 
sory Committee. - 


The faculty Senate had referred 
to the Student Senate the problem 
of pep rallies cutting too deeply 
into class time. 

Two faculty suggestions were 
to either hold the pep rally in the 
afternoon or right before games. 

Clark reminded those organi¬ 
zations wishing to request funds 
that “the sooner” they do so, 
“the better.” 

The Senate Advisory Commit¬ 
tee will host a skating party 
March 4 at Rosedale Skating 
Rink. All TJC students will be 
admitted free to the 8:30 p.m. 
party. 

Recreation Leadership plans to 
host “Las Vegas Night” March 9 
in the Teepee. Several casino 
games will be available. Students 
may buy a limit of $1,000 in play 
money. Ten cents will buy 100 
play dollars. 

The five “gamblers” with the 
most money at the evening’s end 
will receive “very nice prizes,” 
Prater said. 

The Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes plans a program March 
18 to feature Jack Paul. 

At Senate officer’s meeting 
Feb. 9, the proposed boxing 
matches were tabled. 

Clark explained two reasons for 
this action: boxing is dangerous 
and the Senate is concerned with 
liability. The other reason is that 
there was not significant student 
interest. 

Also, the officers accepted 
Freshman Vice President Tammy 
Clark’s resignation which was 
due to schedule conflicts. .

Students need voice in decisions

A guy who walks to school 
every day is not unusual. But the 
guy who has made the . two-and 
one-half mile round trip three 
times daily for the last 15 years? 
That’s news. 

The devout pedestrian, also a 
college professor and radio 
weatherman, is TJC history in¬ 
structor Dr. Bob Peters. 

One more thing. Peters is 
blind. 

KLTV’s Five PM Show recently 
aired a segment on Peters’ ac¬ 
complishments, which he dis¬ 
counts as practically second na¬ 
ture like tying a shoe. His answer 
is simple and direct about the 
ease with which he completes 
such tasks, “I’ve been here 15 
years.” 

Keys to his success do exist. 
Peters points out he is “an 
excessively organized individual. 
After several painful experiences 
I learned organization.” 

“Once I fell into a newly dug 
trench,” he said. “Another time 
one of my students ran over my 
foot. ‘Hey, ya ran over my foot,” I 
yell. The guy apologizes, backs 
over my foot.'” 

Organization in his classroom is 
evident. ‘ Memorizing desk and 
student’s positions is the first 
order of class. Peters listens to a 
sentence or two from each stu¬ 
dent at the semester’s beginning. 
Then he arranges voice to name 
to class cards and he’s ready.. 

“Verbal is my primary source 
of recognition,” said Peters. 
Others have recounted his re¬ 
cognizing their footsteps. 

During this interview an out¬ 
side door across the hall from his 
office opened, Peters called out 
“Felder?” Peters claimed Felder 
whistles a certain way.

footsteps, whistles and even 
people’s odors are noticed. 

“Some people smell nice but 
others smell like walking refuse 
cans...unfortunately, those are 
the ones I remember,” he 
laughed. 

Peters dispells the myth that 
the loss of one sense causes 
compensation through the others. 

“You do by circumstance uti¬ 
lize other senses to a fuller 
extent,” stated Peters. 

When it comes to news-gather¬ 
ing, touch (for his Braille maga¬ 
zines) and hearing are chiefly 
responsible. Available radio and 
tv newscasts are invaluable, he 
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said. 

Among his apparent traits of 
organization and discipline is also 
realism. Peters denies imagining 
scenes in his mind’s eye. “That’s 
useless. Anything you imag¬ 
ined—created—is not realistic. 
Hearing is realistic. That’s why I 
enjoy early spring mornings—the 
birds and all. It has a fascinating 
fresh start feeling. I also enjoy 
late summer afternoon, the first 
cool breeze of fall.” 

• Peters has no problem with 
winter walking but doesn’t care 
for the summer heat, not seven 
and-a-half miles worth a day. 

“Felder, wait up,” Peters 
shouted. 

Surely he must have whistled. 

Playing for Horns 


Colleges are and always 
have been for students’ bene¬ 
fit. Students are taught here, 
live here and pass through an 
important period of develop¬ 
ment. 

Students can be involved 
with many things: academics, 
organizations and sports. Stu¬ 
dents profit from the college 
experience. 

Still, problems exist. 

Parking lots are blocked off 
for special visitors; the gen¬ 
eral public parks illegally at 
basketball games but students 
are fined for similar violations 
during the day; the cafeteria is 
claustrophobically partitioned 
for visiting conventions or 
dignitaries—in short, student 
interests often fall near the 
bottom of the list. 

Students may write letters 
to the editor or consult with 
faculty or administrators in¬ 
dividually, but as far as direct 
student-administration or stu¬ 
dent-faculty discussion on 
broad topics, few avenues are 
open. 

Students have no voice on 
the Faculty Senate, Board of 
Trustees or Administrative 
Council—major policy de¬ 


cisions are made without the 
benefit of student input. . 

This is wrong. 

Students are the constit¬ 
uents of college—the “center 
of the universe.” Everything 
influences them. 

An apparent Hamiltonian 
philosophy exists that stu¬ 
dents are not capable of 
governing themselves effec¬ 
tively. This is in large measure 
correct. 

Faculty and administration 
are more mature generally. 
Their “field of experience” is 
larger. 

Students are capable of 
forming opinions and having 
ideas. 


Action on behalf of students 
should be supported by and 
known to the students. Non¬ 
voting student representa¬ 
tives should be allowed to 
attend Faculty Senate, Board 
and Administrative Council 
meetings and voice opinions 
just as members of these 
groups may currently attend 
Student Senate meetings. 

Students, instructors and 
administrators must work to¬ 
gether and establish a dia¬ 
logue to exchange and im¬ 
prove ideas. 

Students are not “the 
enemy”—they are college 
citizens. They need a voice.

Some scholarships are availa¬ 
ble for specific majors, Example: 
The Optimist Club scholarship is 
for sons or daughters of em¬ 
ployees of the Tyler Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Tyler Police Department, 
Smith County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment or a member of one of these 
departments. Other scholarships 
are designated for any major. 

A student must make above 

average grades to be considered 
for any scholarship, said Leard. 

Scholarship awards are based 
on grade point averages during 
the freshman year and on family 
financial need. 

Lewis tells 
drop process 

For students considering drop¬ 
ping a course but not knowing 
how, Registrar Kenneth Lewis 
has some suggestions. 

A student must take three steps 
to officially drop a class. Obtain a 
drop slip from the registrar’s 
office, fill it out, take the slip to an 
instructor to sign. Next see a 
counselor for his signature. The 
student then returns the slip to 
the registrar, said Lewis. 

A student will receive a grade 
of X if the drop comes before the 
twelfth week of the semester and 
he is passing. A grade of XF will 
be given if the student is failing at 
the time of the-drop. April 16 is 
the last day to drop a course with 
a grade of X. 

An instructor can drop a stu¬ 
dent for non-attendance. The stu¬ 
dent can be dropped from a 
Monday, Wednesday, Friday 
class after six absences, or a 
Tuesday-Thursday class after 

four absences. After nine ab- 

% 

sences for a MWF class or six 
from a T-Th class, an instructor is 
required to drop the student. 

The grade of X or XF will be on 
the student’s transcript, but the 
course can be retaken at a later 
date if it is essential to the degree 
plan, said Lewis. 

Most common reasons for 
dropping a course are non-at¬ 
tendance, change of job, or just 
being too far behind to catch up, 
Lewis said.

Advisory council fuels 
drafting program success 


The success of the drafting 
program, organized in 1955, is 
due to many factors, said chair¬ 
man Jack Betts. The foremost 
reason is probably that it was the 
first one in the state. 

. An advisory council is another 
part of that success. Comprised of 
people in industries from the 
Tyler, Dallas and Houston areas, 
the council injects ideas which are 
industry-oriented so that students 
are aware of these trends. 

Instructors play a great part in 
the program, Betts said, because 
each of the five full-time and 
seven part-time instructors has a 
master’s degree and at least two 
years of industrial experience. 

Other factors leading to success 
have been the publicity given by 
graduates of the program. Betts 
said he recently was visited by a 
graduate who was looking at 
students in the program as po¬ 
tential employees. 

Job placement is no problem 
for drafting graduates. Students 
here have received from six to 
seven job offers. 

A record number of students 
are working part-time in local 


companies this year. Sixteen stu¬ 
dents are working and six of them 
have been promised fulltime em¬ 
ployment with the companies 
after graduation. 

Representatives from Houston 
and Dallas visit semi-annually to 
interview students for jobs, Betts 
said. 

Success in the drafting pro¬ 
gram has led the department to 
add an advanced piping course 
this semester. 

The piping course will be 
taught by industrial people and 
the class has been extended into 
two sections, he said. 

The drafting class has a room in 
the new technology annex, . Betts 
said, and one class has had to find 
another room. 

The two-year program is de¬ 
signed to allow the student to 
start work immediately in in¬ 
dustry. The financial rewards also 
enhance the program. Three of 
the graduates will make $15,000 
starting salary upon graduation. 


In faculty hiring practices, TJC 
follows the guidelines set by the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools (SACS), the Texas 
State Board of Colleges and 
Universities, and the Texas Ed¬ 
ucation Association, said Ad¬ 
ministrative Vice President I.L. 
Friedman. 

Standards of SACS state, “In 
community or junior colleges, 
approximately 40 percent of the 
teaching faculty in humanities, 
social sciences, and natural 
sciences should possess educa¬ 
tional preparation equivalent to 
one year advanced study in the 
teaching field beyond the mas¬ 
ter’s degree; and some faculty 
members should possess educa¬ 
tional preparation equivalent to 
two years of advanced study in 
the teaching field or have an 
earned doctoral degree.” 

Friedman said that in academic 
fields a minimum of a master’s 
degree plus 18 graduate hours of 
teaching in the instructor’s field 
is required. 

In the technology fields po¬ 
tential instructors must have no 
less than a bachelor’s degree and

must have worked with pay for a 
specified number of years in the 
field they will teach. 

Friedman monitors teachers 
with the aid of a computer print¬ 
out which tells the number of 
each grade the teactyer awarded 
and the number of students who 
dropped his/her course in the last 
semester. He also uses direct 
student complaints and student 
evaluations. 

TJC uses the Course Instructor 
Evaluation Questionaire (CIEQ) 
originally used, by the University 
of Arizona. The CIEQ is re¬ 
cognized by most colleges as 
useful in teacher evaluations, he 
said. These evaluations are re¬ 
viewed by the department chair¬ 
man with the instructor. 

Friedman said teachers may be 
dismissed for one of six reasons: 
inability to communicate with the 
students, lying about credentials, 
moral turpitude, students failing 
to learn, students no longer en¬ 


rolling in the instructor’s class 
and discrimination. 

Students may file a complaint 
with me any time they feel they 
have a just complaint or think 
they have been discriminated 
against, ’ ’ Friedman said. He also 
enjoys hearing about instructors 
the students feel are exception¬ 
ally good. “We call those our 
bouquets,” he said. 

All complaints or comments are 
permanently filed and are kept 
confidential. 

“We don’t have too many 
complaints that cannot be worked 
out,” Friedman noted. “Mostly 
it’s simply a breakdown in com¬ 
munication.”
